Gentlemen: 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  information  the  Progress  Report 
of  The  Toronto  Harbour  Commissioners  for  the  year  1931: 


^Dredging 

Contracts  were  awarded  for  dredging  the  harbour  to  a  depth  of  26  feet, 
as  follows: 

(1)  Earth  dredging  from  a  point  opposite  Spadina  Avenue  to  Yonge  Street. 

(2)  Earth  and  rock  dredging  easterly  along  dock  front  and  in  the  slips 
from  a  point  near  the  Western  Channel. 

In  (1)  509,579  cubic  yards  of  earth  were  removed,  and  in  (2)  88,366  cubic 
yards  of  earth,  and  33,969  cubic  yards  of  rock  were  removed.  All  material  was 
towed  one  mile  out  into  the  lake  and  dumped. 

The  Harbour  Commissioners’  Derrick  No.  6  removed  69,100  cubic  yards 
of  material.

Construction 

The  Bascule  Bridge  across  the  Ship  Channel  at  the  foot  of  Cherry  Street 
was  completed  and  formally  opened  by  His  Worship  Mayor  W.  J.  Stewart  on 
29tli  June. 

The  lands  immediately  south  of  the  Ship  Channel  were  graded  and  made 
available  for  immediate  occupation.  The  area  between  Yonge  Street  and 
Parliament  Street  south  of  Queen’s  Quay  was  filled  to  grade. 

A  trestle  was  constructed  across  the  Circulating  Channel  and  railway 
tracks  laid  to  serve  the  industries  on  the  south  side  of  the  Ship  Channel.

The  Tug  Rouille  was 
in  commission  from  1st 
January  to  31st  December 
inclusive.

The  Harbour  Commissioners  acquired  by  patent  from  the  Crown  the  old 
bed  of  the  Don  River  containing  5.33  acres  and  by  purchase  from  the  National 
Iron  Works  13.513  acres,  making  a  total  of  18.843  acres. 

The  area  of  the  lands  disposed  of  by  sale  and  lease  totalled  41.758  acres, 
exceeding  the  area  of  1930  by  26  acres.  This  increase  was  directly  due  to  the 
opening  of  the  Welland  Ship  Canal.  Coal  companies  realizing  the  benefits  to  be 
obtained  by  the  transportation  of  coal  in  large  self-unloaders  acquired  additional 
lands  on  the  Ship  Channel  and  the  Poison  Extension  amounting  in  all  to  20.535 
acres  for  coal  storage  purposes  divided  as  follows:  Standard  Fuel  Company 
Limited,  7.118  acres  on  the  south  side  of  Ship  Channel;  F.  P.  Weaver  Coal 
Company,  Limited,  8.267  acres  on  south  side  of  Ship  Channel  and  0.577  acres 
on  north  side  of  Ship  Channel;  Harbour  Coal  Company,  Limited,  0.64  acres

on  the  north  side  of  Ship  Channel,  and  the  Toronto  Fuels,  Limited,  3.933  acres 
at  the  northwest  corner  of  the  Poison  Extension,  making  the  total  holdings  of 
the  coal  companies  about  31  Li  acres. 

Oil  companies  also  increased  their  holdings  as  follows:  British  American 
Oil  Company,  Limited,  8. *266  acres,  and  the  Sun  Oil  Company,  Limited,  2.01 
acres.  The  Harbour  Petroleum  Company,  Limited,  a  new  company,  and  the 
sixth  oil  company  now  operating  in  the  Eastern  Harbour  Terminals,  leased 
4.153  acres  on  the  north  side  of  the  Ship  Channel  for  tank  storage  purposes. 

The  Dominion  "Far  and  Chemicals,  Limited,  acquired  an  additional  2.61 
acres  on  Logan  Avenue  upon  which  they  have  erected  a  phenol  plant  at  a  cost 
of  $250,000.00.  This  is  the  only  plant  of  its  kind  in  the  Dominion. 

J.  J.  Taylor  &  Sons  moved  their  boat-building  works  from  the  motor-boat 
basin  to  a  point  north  of  the  Western  Channel  and  have  leased  the  marine  railway 
erected  on  the  premises  by  the  Commissioners.

The  ice  in  the  harbour  ranged  from  five  inches  to  seven  inches  in  thickness 
and  was  kept  broken  throughout  the  winter  by  the  Tug  Rouille. 

Navigation  opened  on  5th  April  with  the  arrival  of  the  S.S.  Charles  Dick 
with  a  cargo  of  sand  from  Niagara  consigned  to  the  National  Sand  and  Materials, 
Limited,  and  the  Master,  Captain  Weston,  was  presented  with  the  Harbour 
Master’s  Hat  for  officially  opening  the  navigation  of  the  port.  Navigation  closed 
on  22nd  December  with  the  arrival  of  the  Tugs  A.  M.  German  and  G.  W.  Rogers 
from  Kingston  with  the  dredge  Leland  in  tow.  The  last  freighter  to  arrive  was 
the  S.S.  Georgian,  Capt.  W.  Hudson,  on  17th  December,  with  a  cargo  of  flour 
from  Fort  William. 

The  lights  at  the  Western  Channel  were  in  operation  from  5tli  April  to 
17th  December  and  at  the  Eastern  Channel  from  5th  April  to  22nd  December. 

A  lighted  bell  buoy  was  placed  in  the  centre  of  the  approach  channel  to 
the  Western  Entrance,  one  mile  west  of  the  front  range  light,  on  30th  April;  it 
marks  the  turning  point  into  and  out  of  the  Western  Channel.  The  light  is 
10  feet  above  water  level,  visible  for  3  miles,  and  shows  a  flashed  red  light, 
flash  one-half  second,  eclipse  2^2  seconds.  The  bell  sounds  by  the  action  of 
the  waves.  It  was  lifted  on  18th  December.

On  17th  September  the  range  lights  at  the  Western  Channel  were  changed 
from  red  and  white  to  green — and  are  now  occulting  2  3/^  seconds  light,  2^ 
seconds  eclipse. 

A  new  fog  horn  was  placed  on  the  outer  end  of  the  south  pier  of  the 
Western  Channel  on  17th  September;  it  points  westerly  in  alignment  with  the 
pier  and  is  30  feet  above  lake  level. 

The  vessels  entering  the  port  in  1931  numbered  2,507  with  a  net  tonnage 
of  2,553,549  tons,  as  compared  with  2,143  vessels  totalling  2,100,195  tons  in 
1930  and  2,135  vessels  totalling  1,993,184  tons  in  1929.

From  1911  to  1925  inclusive  coal  shipments  to  Toronto  by  water  fluctuated 
between  3  per  cent,  and  9  per  cent,  of  the  total  coal  shipped  by  rail  and  water; 
since  1925,  however,  there  has  been  a  continued  steady  increase  with  a  marked 
increase  in  1931  as  will  be  seen  from  the  following  table.

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The  increases  in  coal  shipments  from  1926  to  1930  are  the  natural  increases 
due  to  completed  harbour  facilities,  but  the  enormous  increase  in  1931  is  the 
direct  result  of  the  improved  navigation  facilities  between  Lake  Ontario  and 
Lake  Erie,  viz.,  the  new  Welland  Ship  Canal.  In  this  connection  it  is  worth 
noting  that  of  the  total  560,347  tons  of  water-borne  coal,  approximately  three 
quarters  was  delivered  by  eight  self-unloaders  which  in  all  made  113  trips  and 
carried  408,159  tons.

A  review  of  the  inward  and  outward  water-borne  trade  of  Toronto 
Harbour  shows  a  phenomenal  expansion  during  the  last  few  years. 

For  the  25-year  period  ending  31st  December,  1920,  cargo  tonnage 
fluctuated  irregularly  and  averaged  276,074  tons  per  year.  In  1921  it  dropped  to 
a  total  of  248,363  but  from  that  year  it  has  shown  a  continuous  steady  increase, 
the  average  annual  cargo  tonnage  for  the  five-year  period  ending  in  1925  was

335,440  tons;  for  the  five-year  period  ending  in  1930,  there  was  an  average  annual 
increase  of  25  per  cent.  The  cargo  tonnage  for  this  period  averaged  820,107 
tons  per  year. 

The  year  1931,  however,  marked  the  commencement  of  a  new  era  in  the 
history  of  the  navigation  of  Lake  Ontario  and  the  Port  of  Toronto.  In  April 
of  this  year  the  new  Welland  Ship  Canal  was  opened  to  navigation  but  the 
draught  of  vessels  was  restricted  to  18  feet.  As  a  result  of  this  opening,  notwith¬ 
standing  the  18-foot  restriction,  many  of  the  large  Tipper  Lake  vessels,  including

freighters,  self -unloaders  and  passenger  steamers,  made  frequent  trips  to  Toronto; 
in  this  connection  it  is  worth  noting  that  the  cargo  tonnage  of  Toronto  Harbour 
for  the  year  1931  exceeded  that  of  1930  by  829,202  tons,  that  is  by  more  than 
64  per  cent.,  and  this  increase  is  very  largely  due  to  the  opening  of  the  new 
Welland  Ship  Canal,  the  effect  of  which  is  reflected  in  all  shipments,  particularly 
of  cement,  oil,  coal,  sand  and  grain  received  by  firms  in  the  Harbour  Industrial 
Areas.  Among  the  passenger  steamers  were  the  S.S.  Noronic,  6,905  tons,  the 
largest  passenger  vessel  on  the  Great  Lakes,  and  the  S.S.  Tionesta,  4,329  tons. 
Freighters  and  self-unloaders  ranged  from  4,000  to  6,340  tons.

The  good-will  ship  from  Australia,  too  big  to  pass  through  the  St.  Lawrence 
canals,  transferred  her  cargo  to  the  S.S.  City  of  Toronto  which,  with  the  officials 
on  board,  reached  Toronto  on  29th  October.

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Seventy -nine  vessels  having  an  approximate  gross  tonnage  of  118,000  tons 
wintered  in  the  harbour,  being  28  more  than  last  year;  they  consisted  of  seven 
passenger  vessels,  eight  togs,  six  dredges,  two  drill  boats,  eight  scows,  and  forty- 
eight  freighters;  of  the  latter  five  were  loaded  with  grain,  four  with  coke,  four 
with  coal,  two  with  sugar  and  one  with  flour. 

The  season  of  navigation  was  notable  for  fine  weather,  gale  signals  were 
displayed  on  ten  occasions,  only  one  of  which  was  for  a  heavy  gale.

Substations  and  Beaches  were  in  operation  at  Leuty  Avenue,  Simcoe 
Park,  Sunnyside  Beach  and  at  the  mouth  of  the  Humber  from  1st  May  to  1st 
October;  Cherry  Street  Beach  from  8th  August  to  15th  October,  and  at  Ward’s 
Island  Beach,  Centre  Island  Beach,  Olympic  Island  Beach  and  Western  Sandbar 
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Beach  from  13th  June  to  15th  October.  Life-guards  were  in  attendance  at  all 
Substations  and  Beaches.  The  Lookout  Tower  is  manned  from  the  opening  to 
the  closing  of  navigation. 

Bathing  areas  were  buoyed  and  roped  off  at  Sunnyside  Bathing  Pavilion, 
Children’s  Wading  Pool,  Sunnyside  Beach,  Olympic  Island  Beach  and  Simcoe 
Park  Beach.

Calls  responded  to  numbered  495,  of  which  253  were  rescue  calls;  52 
false  calls;  71  miscellaneous  calls,  and  119  sick  calls  requiring  a  doctor  or 
ambulance. 

The  results  of  these  calls  were  as  follows:  209  persons  rescued;  18  persons 
drowned  inside  the  City  limits  and  4  outside;  12  persons  apparently  drowned  were 
resuscitated,  11  floating  bodies  were  recovered  within  the  City  limits  and  1 
outside;  2  suicides  by  drowning  also  occurred  within  the  City  limits. 
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Principally  at  the  request  of  Police  Officials  of  the  places  concerned,  five 
outside  calls  from  Mimico,  East  York,  Lakeview,  Port  Credit  and  Wilcox  Lake, 
respectively,  were  responded  to  by  members  of  the  Life  Saving  Service  who 
recovered  the  bodies  of  two  men  and  three  children  who  had  been  drowned  in 
these  localities. 

Of  the  209  persons  rescued  during  the  season,  52  were  from  capsized  sail 
boats,  rowboats,  canoes  and  foundering  craft;  90  were  bathers  who  took  cramps

or  became  exhausted  while  beyond  their  depth;  59  were  picked  up  from  dismasted 
sailboats,  burning  motor  boats  or  broken-down  motor  launches  as  well  as  canoes 
and  rowboats  rendered  unmanageable  by  squalls  and  off-shore  winds. 

Four  persons  who  could  not  swim  were  rescued  after  falling  off  docks  or 
boats  and  two  persons  were  rescued  after  they  had  attempted  to  commit  suicide. 
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No.  5  Patrol  Boat 
was  put  into  commission 
on  17th  March  and  was 
in  active  operation  daily 
through  the  balance  of 
the  year.  In  all,  1,151 
patrols  were  carried  out, 
during  the  year,  by  boat 
from  the  Main  Station.
